solution of the criminal problem of this com- 
munity. . 

The former is simply expression of the min- 
isterial preference for sumptuary discipline and by 
emphasizing: the issues of private habits distracts 
from the effort which ought ‘to be concentrated on 
the problem of criminal violence.

THE COST OF PURE WATER. 

The war d¢partment at Washington has ordered 
Chicago to cease wasting water and to that end 
has iwsisted upon the installation of a water meter 
in every home and business establishment in the 
city. The idea is sound. A vast amount of water 
is wasted here every year because it is cheaper 
now to have defective plumbing than to repair it. 
At present you ‘can let every faycet run 24 hours 
a day and pay no more than you would if not a 
drop were drawn. : 

The war rtment has alao recommended the 
construction of filtration plants and the city ad- 
ministration, favors the recommendation. The 
filtration plants will cost $30,000,000 and the 
meters will cost $18,000,000. The two items will 
add many millions to the cost-of supplying water 
to Chicago for the next ten years. Practically, 
there is only one way to get.the additiona] money 
and that ts to raise the rates. 

The aldermen know they must bow to the fed- 
eral ruling, but they ere timid about it. They are 
afraid that if water charges are raised the house 
holders will get mad and refuse to reélect the 
aldermen who voted for the increase. 

A lot of the householders will, unquestionably, 
get mad. Some of them will stay mad, no matter 
how much {the aldermen explain thé reasons for 
the increase. Ngvertheless, we believe the mem- 
bers of the c are unduly alarmed. They may 
feel that the voters are incorrigibly selfish and

The movement of the bug hurt my ear- 
drum, which makes it evident that it is 
quite a way in my ear.
